667(H).—Whereas by the notification of the Government of lnd : a in the Ministry of Energy (Department 
c f Co-'d), No. S.O. 934(E), dated the 7th October, 1938, published in the Gazette of India (Extra-ordinary) Part-II, 
Foeth.n 3, sub-section (b), dated the 7th October, i 988, issued under sub-section (1) of section 7 of the Coal Bearing 
Areas (Acqu’s'tion and Development) Act, 1957 (9.0 ofl 957) (hereinafter referred to as the said Act), the Central 
Government gave notice of its intention to acquire the lands in the locality specified in the Schedule annexed to that 
notification;

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 9 of the said Act, the Central 
Government hereby declares that the rights to mine, quarry, bore, dig and search for, win, work and carry away 
minerals in the lands measuring 261.44 hectares (approximately) or 646.02 acres (approximately) described in the 
Schedule appended hereto are hereby acquired.
